Mr. Bryan Carter 
had a somewhat different view. 
"Now the students' home lives 



are not as secure and their 
desire to learn suffers," Carter 
said. 

Another change that 
occurred was with the school 
itself. "There is a great deal 
more technology today than 
when the school opened," 
Carter said. Also, "there are 
four new computers rooms and 
the graphic arts room has many 
new pieces of equipment," 
Troyer remarked. 

Although the changes were 
numerous, they sculpted the 
school into what it became.

From typewriter to computer. . .The 
addition of computers helped 
keyboarding classes in that mistakes 
were easier to correct and students 
seemed more interested in the classes 
involving typing. 

"In the past four years, we have 
made the switch from typewriters to 
computers," Mrs. Gail Greenlee said. 
"We are mostly using computers, not 
typewriters, for keyboarding now." 

How did computers assist the 
librarians? "The circulation system 
provides a more accurate method of 
keeping records," Mrs. Cindy Neer 
said. Also, Neer said that she believed 
that "students need to feel 
comfortable with computers and the 
library is a good place to start." 

Students were definitely affected 



by the addition of computers. 
Greenlee said, "Students are less 
frustrated, since they don't have to 
type papers all over when they make 
mistakes, and using computers takes 
a lot less time." 

Neer also thought students' 
resources were expanded by the use 
of the library's computerized card 
catalog. 

Renovations, proposed to begin in 
May of '94, would include the 
development of about 4 new 
computer labs, according to Mr. Jim 
Snider, technology coordinator. 

"Each room will have a teacher 
computer station and also a student 
station, which could house 4 to 6 
computers," Snider commented.

offers remembrance of veterans 



On October 7, 1993, 151 
juniors went on a field trip 
to Howard Park to view the 
Moving Wall, a smaller 
version of the Vietnam 
Memorial in Washington 
D.C. Mr. Robert Riley 
decided to give his students 
the opportunity to see it.
